Aft- 
er the_ corner stone ceremonies are 
completed Mr. Roosevelt will drive to 
the union depot, where his special train 
will be In readiness to continue the 
journey to Osawatomie. 


Numerous stops 
of five and ten 


minutes each are scheduled between 
Denver and Osawatomie, the principal 
towns belnE Colorado Springs, Col., 
Horace, Osage City and Ottawa, Kan. 


At Osawatomie Mr. Roosevelt will 


• dedicate as a state park the battle 


ground on the outskirts of the town, 
where In 1856 John Brown stood oft 
a band of pro-slavery 'guerillas. 


Mr. Roosevelt will be in Osawatomie 


for twenty-four hours and one of tha 
most important speeches of his west- 
ern tour will be delivered. 


Scores tha Judiciary. 


Acts of the supreme court ot the 


United States were sharply criticised 
by Colonel Roosevelt in his address 
be'fore the legislature late yesterday 
afternoon. The former president cited 
two decisions by the supreme court 
which, he declared, were contrary to 
the- principles'., of. democracy, and he 


"i'sald emphatically tfrat If those deci- 


sions indicated tha permanent attitude 
of the court the entire American sys- 
tem of popular government would be 
upset. 
1 
The chamber of the house of repre- 


sentatives was filled, 'with a crowd that 
cheered Colonel Roosevelt so frequent- 
ly that he had difficulty in proceeding 
with his speech. In addition to his re- 
marks censoring the supreme court 
Colonel Roosevelt denounced dishonest 
legislators 
and 
demagogues. 
He 


scored men who gain their riches ai 
the expense of the people, attacked 
untruthful newspapers and magazines 
and praised the periodicals and news- 
papers- which, he said, boldly told the 
truth" in order 
to purify 
the body 


politic. 


Address to the Legislature. 


In his address before the legislature 


Mr. Roosevelt said: 


. "I am anxious that the nation ant 


the state shall each exercise its legiti- 
mate powers to the fullest degree 
When necessary, they should work to- 
gether, but above all they should no 
leave a neutral ground in which neith- 
er stats nor national can exercise au- 
thority. 


"Let me illustrate what I mean by a 


reference to two concrete cases. The 
first is the Knight sugar trust case. In 
that the supreme court of the United 
States handed down a decision which 
rendered it exceedingly difficult for the 
nation effectively to control the usi 
of masses of corporate capital in in- 
terstate business. It was a decision 
nominally against national rights, bu 
really against popular rights.

Dr. Ferris says that the present-day 
chool teacher Is too exclusive, not 
ending herself enough to" tha social 
ll'e of the community in which she in- 
tructs. This is particularly so in the 
ural districts where every agent for 
ifluencing the children to a more con- 


genial life is needed. 
In short, Dr. 


^errls' afternoon talk was a forceful 
.ppeal for socializing country schools. 


Plans suggested 
by Dr. Ferris for 


'ringing- the teacher in closer touch 
vlth the parents are through classlfl- 
•ation, through the irregularities of at- 
emlance, through a definite system of 
:lass, through bringing the parents to 
schools on various national birthdays 
nnd through special evening entertain- 
ments. 


Principles and Applications. 


Dr. Ferris in his morning talk upon 


'Arithmetic" mads a recapitulation of 
his two* former addresses upon the 
same subject. He emphasized his ap- 
peal for the throwing out of tha non- 
essentials in the study and the caring 
for the essentials. Ho warned teach- 
ers against making- the mistake of al- 
ov.-injj their pupils to believe that old 
principles brought up in a new appli- 
cation are new principles. He referred 
:o .the spiral system of teaching arith- 
metic. --In that system, division, mul- 
tiplication,- -fractions, etc., are treated 
one way" early-"in~th« work and later 
these same things may come up in a 
new way. The student should be able 
:o recognize these old principles In 
their new dress, but it is in that re- 
spect that many teachers make the big 
mistake in their teaching. If the vital 
elements in the spiral system are kept 
:rack of, then the spiral system can. be 
considered 0. K. It is the spiral sys- 
tem 'that has been adopted for use in 
Indiana. 


Thoroughnes* in Schools. 


Prof. James M. Coughlin, of Wilkes- 


barre, Pa., in a. most interesting the- 
oretical address, spoke in the morning 
upon 
"Thoroughness 
in 
Teaching." 


Many of his statements were-enthus- 
iastically applauded by the teachers 
listening to him, including his asser- 
tion that all the studying and reciting 
a student should do ought to be done 
-within the hours of school. . He ad 
vised against the younger children be 
ing made to study outside of the reg 
ular hours and he also expressed Much 
sympathy for the young-girls of the 
country who are members of large 
families, daughters of invalid mothers 
and have to do much of the work ai 
home.

"This country has shown 
definite 


signs of waking up to the absolute 
necessity of handling Us natural

sources with foresight and common 
"sense. The conservation question has 
three 
sides. In the first place 
the 


needless waste of the natural resources 
must b« stopped. It is rapidly becom- 
ing a well-settled policy of this people 
that we of this generation hold the 
land in part for the next generation and 
not •xclusively for our own selfish en- 
joyment. Just as the farmer is a good 
citizen If he leaves his farm improved 
and not Impaired for his children and 
a bad citizen if he skins the land In his 
own selfish interest, so the nation be- 
haves well if It treats the natural re- 
sources a» assets which it must turn 
over to the next generation increased 
and not impaired in value, and behaves 
badly If It leavei the land poorer to 
thos«-n-ho come after us. 


Devolopment Comes First, 


"In the second place, the natural re- 


sources must be developed promptly, 
completely and 
in orderly fashion. 


It is not conservation to leave the 
natural 
resources undeveloped. De- 


velopment Is an indispensable part of 
the conservation plan. The forests, the 
mines, the water powers and the land 
itsel£ must all be put to use. Those 
who assert that conservation proposes 
to tie them up, depriving this genera- 
tion of their benefits in order to hand 
them on untouched to the next, miss 
the whole point of the 
conservation 


idea. Conservation does not mean de- 
priving the men of today of their na- 
tural rights In the natural resources of 
the land. All it means is that we of 
this generation shall so use our rights 
as not to deprive those who come after 
us of their natural rights in their turn. 


"In the third place, so far as possi- 


ble, these resources must be K«pt for 
the whole people and not handed over 
for exploitation to single Individuals. 
"We do not Intend to discourage indi- 
vidual enterprise by unwisely dimin- 
ishing the reward for that enterprise. 
On the contrary, we believe that the

ognized aside from studies and reci- 
tations. 


The school means a great deal more 


to the children in the big industrial 
centers than at other places. 'It Is a 
lesson in punctuality; in order; sys- 
tem: regularity; cleanliness; task to 
perform; opportunity to excel; rec- 
ognition and approval of work well 
done: equality; 
stimulation 
of 
the 


noblest elements 
in human nature: 


lifting them up toward the better and 
higher life. 
Aside from the discipli- 


nary value of the school, a thorough 
recitation is necessary, because thor- 
oughness Is a measure of the value 
and character of the -work Itself. 


Prof. 
Coughlin pointed out 
the 


cause? that con always be found In 
a. school that is not thorough. First, 
there is lack of preparation, mere word 
study, failure to assign a definite task 
! leading to some definite purpose, con- 
cert recitations, and volunteer recita- 
tions. 
There is a. laclc of unity and 


purpose 
In 
such 
places.

hended from the beginning.

Seaman, the osteopath, was called. He 
Immediately went out and treated the 
little patient at six and eight p. m. 
The next morning another, treatment 
was given which had the effect of 
checking the diarrhoea, relieving th« 
bloated condition of the bowels, reduc- 
ing the fever to 103 and relieving the 
delirium. 


Before Dr. Seaman was called Into 


this case the little patient was given 
medicine every hour, after he took 
charge of her not one dose of medicine 
wns given, he treated this patient but 
once a day until the ninth of August, 
when the fever began to show remis- 
sions in the morning, then treatment 
was given every other day until the 
eighteenth of August, since that time- 
there has been no fever and at no 
time after Dr. Seaman took charge of 
the case was the fever over 102.
